1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Joe Muncy on 27 September 2004. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

a. On page 10 line 22 reference number "22" has been replaced by reference 
number -52-. 

b. Claims 13-20 have been canceled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 1-12, none of the prior art discloses or renders as obvious a step of forming a 
highly polished surface on a rear face of a striking plate and forming a reinforcing metal 
layer on the highly polished surface of the striking plate in addition to other elements of 
structure claimed. Cheng discloses forming a reinforcing metal layer on rear surface of 
the striking plate (Fig. 4, Col. 3, Lns. 30-47). Cheng lacks a step of highly polishing a 
rear surface of a striking plate prior to forming a reinforcing .metal layer on the rear 
surface of the striking plate. Lee discloses a metal coating layer over a polished 
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substrate. Chen and Wu disclose deforming a welding flange. Ezawa discloses a metal 
layer on a rear surface of a metal striking plate [0058] and polishing a layer on a front 
surface of a striking plate [0053, 0054]. Poyner discloses that a back surface of a 
striking plate is not typically polished (Col. 4, Lns. 35-40). Aizawa discloses polishing a 
head (Col. 5, Lns. 28-36).
